©KUTZEACH/ checked his files but found that UPHILL does not have a photo 
of THER and I premised him we would get him one . ©KTJTZBACH indicated that 
his photograDh album contains photographs not only of suspected CIS person- 
nel but of all Czech diplomatic personnel with whom he has come into contact.

3. ©KUTZBACHl said that recent developments in connection with Wolfgang 
KLOSE make the MONOGRAM case appear much more interesting. It will be 
recalled that MONOGRAM was given the EEI of reporting on KLOSE and that 
during GOTTLOROVA's visit to ANT OS and meeting with Subject, KLOSE and 
his visit to Czechoslovakia was discussed. UPHILL was quite concerned 
because KLOSE is an Amtsgerichtsrat with the West Berlin courts. 1 ©HERMANN 
(from Dst. 11) went from Bremen to Berlin and spoke with the appropriate 
judicial authorities in connection with UPHILL* s investigation of KLOSE. 

They found that KLOSE' s superiors were already aware that HOSE had been 
to Czechoslovakia, It seems that HOSE had taken leave and gone to a small 
town on the Czech border in Oberfalz. He had first requested only a week ( s

He 
then went to the Czech Bribassy in East Berlin and there he was. granted a 
visa. He , reported none of this to his superiors and can therefore be 
punished Judder laws with which he is himself . familiar. ' Upon hearing of 
this hi's”superiors in the West Berlin judicial system had decided to have 
one of his co-workers report an Ms activities and movements (©KUTZBACH .
